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A  CARRINGTON  WILL  TO  WIN 


If  sheer  perseverance  and  pa¬ 
tience  ever  contributed  to  success 
in  an  important  race  this  was  the 
case  in  Wentwel's  victory  in  Tatter- 
sail's  Club's  Carrington  Stakes  at 
Randwick  on  January  1,  1970. 

Wentwel  has  won  10  races,  but  he 
had  to  travel  far  afield  for  these  succes¬ 
ses — in  Victoria,  Queensland  and  N.S.W. 

He  gained  provincial  wins  in  Victoria, 
also  a  five  furlongs  dash  up  the  Flem- 
ington  straight;  another  a  long  way  out 
of  town  at  Bundamba  in  Brisbane.  He 
won  the  Chisholm  at  the  A.J.C.  Summer 
carnival  at  Randwick  last  year,  and 
again  this  season,  and  he  fought  ten¬ 
aciously  in  lowly  Canterbury  welters. 

But  his  improvement  in  form  was 
never  better  demonstrated  than  his  Car¬ 
rington  Stakes  performances.  In  the 
1969  contest  he  was  favourite,  but  only 
fourth  behind  champion  performers, 
Gay  Gauntlet  and  Betelgeuse. 

His  owner,  Mrs.  P.  Williams,  and 
trainer  George  Musson  of  Rosehill,  bat¬ 
tled  on  determinedly  in  the  belief  that 
at  a  mature  six  years  he  would  develop 
the  top  form  they  expected  this  season, 
and  they  were  right. 

Despite  his  victory  in  this  year's  Chis¬ 
holm  a  week  before  this  year's  Carring¬ 
ton  he  wasn't  favourite.  That  betting 
priority  went  to  the  unlucky  but  some¬ 
what  unreliable  Regal  Rhythm  who  with 
9.9  had  to  concede  Wentwel  a  stone  and 
a  half  in  weight.  This  he  couldn't  man¬ 
age  against  Wentwel's  brilliant  speed. 
Wentwel  led  all  the  way,  ran  the  six  fur¬ 
longs  in  a  swift  1  10.1  and  beat  the  T.  J. 
Smith  champion  by  three  lengths. 

Proving  how  difficult  it  is  to  concede 
such  mounting  poundage  at  that  kind 
of  speed. 

Wentwel's  six  furlongs  time  1  10.1 
proved  how,  with  maturity,  he  had  de¬ 


veloped  above-average  form.  It  was  not 
a  Carrington  record,  though.  This  is  held 
by  the  1959  Carrington  winner,  Front 


Cover,  who  ran  1  9.1.  But  Wentwel's 
1  10.1  is  not  bad  for  a  battling  race¬ 
horse  of  his  type.

doubles  not  an  easy  task  and  few 


horses  have  achieved  success  in  the  two 
events. 

In  1962-3  the  Queensland  horse  Al- 
spick  did  the  trick,  and  12  months  later 
General  Delivery  brought  off  the  dual 
win.  A  year  ago  Sandy’s  Hope  was  able 
to  land  the  two  Cups  under  excessive 
weights,  8.13  and  9.6. 

This  year  Regal  Jane  was  raised  from 
7.6  for  her  Summer  Cup  success  to 
7.12  for  Tattersall’s  Cup.  Connections 
thought  the  rise  harsh,  but  handicapper 
Ken  Goodwin's  judgment  proved  right 
when  the  mare  had  an  easier  Tattersall's 
Cup  win  than  she  had  in  the  Summer 
Cup. 

The  writer  remembers  one  of  the 
earliest  winners  of  the  Summer  Cup- 
Tattersall's  Cup  double  which  led  ulti¬ 
mately  to  a  Melbourne  Cup  triumph 
with  10  stone. 

This  was  Poitrel  who  won  the  1920 
Melbourne  Cup  with  that  enormous 
burden. 

He  was  a  maiden  three-year-old  when 
being  prepared  for  the  Randwick  Xmas 
carnival  of  1918  but  he  landed  a  treble. 

This  started  with  success  in  open 
company  in  the  Holiday  Handicap  li 
miles  on  the  first  day.  On  the  second 
day  he  was  beaten  into  a  close  second 
place  by  an  English  horse,  Chantemerle, 
after  being  grievously  interfered  with  by 
that  horse  and  the  Stewards  did  not 
hesitate  to  uphold  a  protest,  and  gave 
him  the  Cup. 

Next  time  out  he  easily  won  Tatter- 
sail’s  Cup  and  decisively  beat  Chante¬ 
merle  into  third  place,  proving  the  wis¬ 
dom  of  the  Stewards’  decision. 

Poitrel  became  the  outstanding  stayer 
of  the  next  two  racing  seasons.  In  those 
days  there  were  2\  mile  and  3  mile 
weight-for-age  events,  and  he  won  them 
all. 

Poitrel  was  slightly  under  sized  but  all 
heart  and  endurance,  as  his  Melbourne 
Cup  victory  of  1920  proved.  He  was  bred 
and  raced  by  Messrs.  W.  and  F.  H. 
Moses,  antecedents  of  the  family  which 
has  had  modern  successes  with  those 
crack  sprint  brothers,  Fine  and  Dandy 
and  Time  and  Tide. 

Poitrel  had  a  brother,  who  it  was 
thought  might  follow  in  his  illustrious 
footsteps.  His  name  was  Poilu.  He 
couldn’t  stay  six  furlongs! 

Regal  Jane,  the  1970  winner  of  Tatter- 
sail’s  Cup  was  beaten  in  recent  gradu¬ 
ation  type  races,  and  only  emerged  from 
them  with  a  mile  and  a  half  win  at  Rose- 
hill  on  December  13.  Her  improvement 
from  then  on  under  trainer  Vic  Thomp¬ 
son  was  right  out  of  the  ordinary  and 
has  inspired  him  to  spell  her  right  away 
with  a  return  to  racing  in  time  for  the 
$24,000  Brisbane  Cup  two  miles  next 
June.

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TRIUMPH  FOR  ELDERLY  PAIR 


The  outstanding  merit  perform¬ 
ance  of  Tattersall’s  Club’s  annual 
meeting  at  Randwick  on  January  1, 
1970  was  shared  —  by  an  elderly 
jockey  and  an  elderly  racehorse, 
Jack  Thompson  aged  47  and 
Scheme  aged  seven. 

The  combination  won  the  Club  Welter 
mile.  Their  prospects  looked  anything 
but  bright  for  a  horse  handicapped  at 
9.10  when  a  thunderstorm  brought  a 
deluge  of  rain  just  as  the  race  was  ready 
to  begin. 

But  Scheme,  7/2  second  favourite, 
usually  a  front-runner,  came  from  be¬ 


hind  to  hold  off  14/1  chance  Later  On 
and  get  the  judge’s  photo  by  a  neck. 

The  performance  emphasised  versa¬ 
tility  on  the  part  of  the  horse  and  a 
clever  use  of  tactics  on  the  part  of 
Jockey  Jack  Thompson. 

He  had  won  over  an  accustomed  dis¬ 
tance,  li  miles,  at  Randwick  on  Boxing 
Day  by  stealing  swiftly  to  an  invincible 
lead  against  an  odds-on  favourite,  Great 
Exploits. 

Next  start,  in  January  1  Club  Welter, 
Thompson  let  Oromedes  and  Oolite  do 
the  bullocking  in  the  lead,  and  then 
Later  On  came  with  a  fast  finish. 

“Thomo”  urged  Scheme  for  a  final 
effort  and  the  old  horse  gamely  respon¬ 


ded.  The  win  completed  a  double  for 
Thompson.  He  had  been  successful 
earlier  in  the  day  in  the  Club  2-year-old 
on  33/1  chance  Sunday  Night. 

Jack  Thompson  is  one  of  those  wise 
old  birds  who,  thanks  to  an  above-aver¬ 
age  share  of  grey-matter  in  the  belfry, 
can  still  prevail  by  cunning  tactics.  He 
is  as  fit  at  a  fiddle  and  although  skinny 
and  long,  is  as  strong  as  whipcord. 

In  these  attributes  he  takes  after 
Bobby  Lewis,  Victorian  crack  jockey 
(four  Melbourne  Cups)  who,  at  54,  was 
still  a  prolific  winner,  and  Scobie  Breas- 
ley  who  at  54  won  his  third  English 
Jockey  Premiership  in  1963.

“E.K.”  THE  FOUNDER 

Sir  Ernest  Keith  White,  CBE,  MC, 
MID,  known  to  his  intimates  as 
“E.K.”  has  built  a  reputation  as 
being  a  founder  and  originator  of 
many  praiseworthy  projects. 

Undoubtedly  these  attributes  stem 
from  his  parents.  His  father,  Robert 
John  White,  had  interests  in  grazing, 
timber  and  shipping  in  the  Brisbane 
Water  district.  His  mother  also  came 
from  a  pioneering  family  in  the  Gosford 
area.  They  established  the  first  ship 
building  industry  at  the  entrance  to 
Broken  Bay.  Later  ship  building  yards 
were  also  built  by  them  at  Terrigal  and 
on  the  Nambucca  River. 

Perhaps  EK’s  most  worthy  memory 
to  be  handed  down  to  posterity  was  his 
co-founding  of  the  Australian-American 
Association,  and  this  earned  his  knight¬ 
hood  conferred  by  the  Queen  in  the 
1969  New  Year’s  honours  list. 

Recognition  had  previously  been  ac¬ 
corded  him.  As  Captain  White  he  saw 
service  throughout  the  whole  of  his  AIF 
career  in  France,  and  the  Middle  East, 
being  awarded  the  Military  Cross  at 


Strazeel.  He  was  mentioned  in  de¬ 
spatches  by  Sir  Douglas  Haig. 

It  was  in  1936  that  EK  conceived  the 
idea  of  forming  a  British-American  Asso¬ 
ciation,  the  title  since  being  changed 
to  the  Australian-American  Association. 
He  was  its  first  Federal  president. 

Under  his  leadership  many  signi¬ 
ficant  changes  affecting  Australian- 
American  relationships  have  taken 
place. 

They  include  a  successful  campaign 
for  Ministerial  representation  in  Aust¬ 
ralia  and  America.  In  1939  both  coun¬ 
tries  appointed  Ministers  to  represent 
their  respective  Governments  and  this 
was  later  raised  to  Ambassadorial  level. 

During  the  second  world  war  the 
Association  extended  hospitality  to 
more  than  one  million  American  men 
in  the  armed  forces,  and  as  a  result, 
Australia  has  an  added  reservoir  of 
goodwill  in  the  USA. 

Following  the  war  EK  took  the  initia¬ 
tive  in  sponsoring  and  establishing  the 
celebration  to  commemorate  the  allied 
victory  in  the  Coral  Sea  —  a  victory 
which  marked  the  turning  point  of  the 
war  in  the  Pacific  and  the  salvation  of 
Australia. 


Modest  in  its  beginning  the  celebra¬ 
tion  is  now  a  unique  event  when  our 
nation  annually  has  as  its  State  guest 
of  honour  a  distinguished  American 
leader  to  express  gratitude  and  forge 
the  bonds  which  unite  the  two  countries. 

Another  important  landmark  was  the 
inspiring  of  the  movement  for  the  erec¬ 
tion  in  Canberra  of  a  monument  to  the 
armed  forces  of  the  United  States. 
Today  the  American  eagle,  with  wings 
spread,  looks  out  from  its  exalted  perch 
as  though  to  offer  the  protection  that 
staunch  friendship  merits.  It  has  been 
described  as  “an  enduring  symbol  of 
comradeship  fostered  in  peace  and 
proved  in  war." 

In  political  life  EK  formed  the  Liberal 
Democratic  Party  and  was  its  president. 
It  ultimately  combined  with  a  number 
of  other  parties  throughout  Australia  to 
form  the  Liberal  Party  of  today. 

He  was  also  the  first  president  of  the 
Gosford  RSL. 

EK  is  now  in  his  40th  year  with  Tat- 
tersall’s  Club,  and  will  shortly  enjoy 
senior  membership.  He  won  racing  re¬ 
nown  with  Winalot.
